13 men who were prospect­ 
ing for Cinnabar losing their lives in 
floods caused by a waterspout or cloud 
burst.

The m e n were asleep at 9 o’clock 
when there was a cloud burst several 
miles up the ravine. 
The volume of 
water, 20 feet high, washed down the 
channel of the ravine and swept over 
Cue men in the two camps before they 
were aware of their danger. All were 
drowned and up to this time only six 
bodies 
have 
been recovered. 
The 
Altniento flow's Into the Rio Grande 
not far from where the fatality oc­ 
curred and it is more than probable 
that the other seven bodies have been 
swept into that stream.

to the admiral from the commaader-hs 
chief, he knew that the Information 
contained In one of them was later 
than that la the other beaia»- the 
one v a dated at Havana and tbs 
other at Key Went. The Havana dis­ 
patch had contained more posttlve In­ 
structions shout proceeding to San­ 
tiago. 
Lieutenant Hood «han waa «pensad 
and Captain Bownaan H. McCalla, who 
commanded the Marblehead d ^ ng 
the Spanish war. waa called. Witness 
had first come into contact with the 
fly lag squadron on May If. lftfd. 
When he was proceeding from the 
south coast of Cuba to Key West he 
met the squadron on It* way to Cuba 
Witne** said he had not been asked to 
come aboard the Brooklyn for the 
purpose of making a report on condi­ 
tions In Cuba but bad made a full re­ 
port to Captain Chadwick. Admiral 
Sampson's chief of staff, when be ar­ 
rived at Key West 
On this point he said: "lu addition 
to written reports or dlsputehe* which 
I carried, I explained to the chief of 
fttaff the secret code which I had es­ 
tablished with the Cubana near Cten­ 
fuegos. That was not dons until 1 
heard that Commodore Schley was 
proceeding to Ctenfuegos." 
Captain McCalla nest told of his 
return to Clem fuegos on May 24 with 
dispatches for Admiral Schley. He 
«aid: "It had been reported author­ 
itatively In Key West on May 19. and 
when 1 sailed on the afternoon of May 
21, that the Spuntsh squadron was 
■tilt at Santiago." 
"And you communicated that Infor­ 
mation to Commodore Schley ver­ 
bally r 
Signals From the there. 
"Commodore Schley told me he 
thought the Spanish squadron was in 
Ctenfuegos: that he had received 
newspapers from the steamer Adula 
some days previous; that one of the 
•ewspspers contained, a cable die-' 
retch from Santiago and from that he 
gathered that the Spanish force under 
Admiral Car vera might have sailed 
from Santiago In time to reach Clen- 
fucgoa just before the arrival of the 
force under hie command. I said that 
I had brought arme, ammunition and 
dynamite for the Cuban camp to the 
westward and that if be would let me 
go 1 would (lad out at oace whether 
they were In Clenfuegoe. He Imme­ 
diately assented. 1 asked him If he 
had seen any lights on the beach. He 
•aid be bad I asked If he saw three. 
He said he bad. I then said the lights 
were from Cubane trying to commu­ 
nicate. I may have asked him If he 
saw three horaee In line on the beach 
by day" 
Captain McCalla then related how 
he had gone ashore near Clenfuegoe 
and found the Cubans drawn up in 
line. He gave them food and ammuni­ 
tion."We found" be added, "that Cer 
vera waa not Inside the harbor and 
that In fart the ai.uatlon In Ctenfue- 
go* waa exactly as It was when 1 left 
It oa the 1*th of the same month." 
Captain McCalla asid he sent the 
Information obtained to Admiral 
Schley by the Ragle, signalling that 
vessel toProceed at Full Speed 
aad report to the Brooklyn that Cer­ 
rera was not at Clenfuegoe. At that 
time witness wee steaming with two 
hot lera and the Eagle could steam 
faster them the Marblehead. 
"Did you consider that Information 
as of urgent importance then?" 
"I considered tt of greet impor­ 
tance." 
In reply to further questions Cap­ 
tain McCalla said that no effort had 
been made while he waa with the fly­ 
ing squadron off Clenfuegoe to pre­ 
vent the Spaniards from continuing 
the construction of earthworks, which 
he had been ordered to do. He said 
the Marblehead could have gone 
within range of their works, and that 
he had been told by a Caban pilot that 
the water was deep under the bluffs. 
Captain McCalla said that the squad­ 
ron had not proceeded with "all dls- 
natch to Santiago." 
After telling of the cruise from 
Clenfuegoe to Santiago, of the arrival 
off that city aad of the retrograde 
movement towards Key West, the wit- 
aeea was asked If the MarbThhead 
could have coaled on the afternoon 
aad evening of May 2ft. when the fly­ 
ing squadron arrived off Santiago. He 
replied In the affirmative, but said 
that be had not considered the vessel 
la need of coal. He also said. In rejlly 
to questions, that he had not been at 
any time anxious or apprehensive 
Concerning the Coal Supply 
of the Marblehead. He had. he said 
coaled on the niffht of May 27, at first 
by boato with hags, hut after daylight 
oa May 29 his vessel had gone along-' 
side the collier. The reason why this 
had not been dona la tha beginning, 
he said, was that he had been appre­ 
hensive of Injuring the guns of the 
Marblehead la the dark, the weather 
conditions having nothing to do srlth 
the precaution. Captain McCalla aitd 
he had told Admiral Schley he could 
coal without difficulty at Cape Kalttem 
la reply to an explicit question the 
witness said that with a collier pres­ 
ent he could not have anticipated any 
difficulty in remaining off Santiago for 
m considerable time. 
In response to questions be next re­ 
lated brleffp tbe bombardment of tbe 
Cristóbal Colon on May 31. When 
naked what had been left undone to 
accomplish tho destruction of that 
vessel he rcpBed that Admiral Behtey 
had failed to use his entire force In 
making the attack. 
At 1 p. m the court adjourned.
